SEED CORN. 


Mora Bushels of Corn Per Acre. 


One of the most effective wajs of 


increasing the yield per acre of the 
corn crop is by an intelligent selec- 
tion of seed. 
It is not always tho 


large, well proportioned ear that one 
would naturally pick when selecting 
from 
the 
crib, that produces the 


largest yield. In many cases these 
well-appearing ears have been pro- 
duced under extremely favorable con- 
ditions. Probably In a hill of only 
one stalk, Instead of three, perhaps 
on some unusually fertile spot, or 
over the tile drain, or under some 
abnormal condition that was 
favor- 


able for their growth. The nip-its of 
these ears will in all probabilitj not 
be reproduced in the progeny, unless 
planted under the favorable condi- 
tions that produced them. 


Select Seed Corn Now. 


Do not wait until after the torn is 


husked, but so into the field and se- 
lect ears from stalks that are grow- 
ing under average field conditions. 
The merit which ears grown under 
these conditions will possess is he- 
reditary and will likely be tnnsmit- 
ted to the proRenv. 
In a tpst, con- 


ducted by the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion, eight plots were planted pide by 
side en uniform soil. 
The seed used 


on four of these plots was selected 
from 
the wagon without knowledge 


of the conditions under which it had 
been grown. 
The seed used on the 


other four plots was selected in the 
field from stalks that had grown un- 
der average field conditions. The 
Average yield of the plots from ordi- 
nary selection was 69 26 bushels per 
acre, an 1 that from the plan: selec- 
tion was 7249 bushels per acre, or a 
gain of 3.23 bushels for the "plant 
selection. 


Go Into the cornfield with a brush 


And a can of black paint and mark 
those ears that may be desirable for 
seed th.U are growing on vigorous, 
medium stalky plants with a good leaf 
surface, and are grow'ng with two 
other stalks in a hill, or if the corn 
is drilled, where there are no missing 
sta'ks. At husking time throw these 
into a box attached to the wagon for 
this purpose. 
This is one step to- 


ward growing more corn per acre.— 
Geo. Livingston, Dept. Agr. Exten- 
sion. College of Agriculture, 0. S. U., 
Columbus.
